That the 
fear appeals to tho wholesale liquor 
men as well grounded is testified to 
by the proposal to lake steps to wage

of crime known as the "Black Hand." 
The lad, son of a wealthy Italian resi- 
dent of New Orleans, was kidnapped 
and held for a largo ransom.

common police activity was directed 
towards the kidnappers. To put out 
ot the way the one witness who could 
identify them with the abduction the 
members 
ot 
the

straiiBled the little fellow and hid his 
body in a swamp. It will not appear 
unreasonable that all New Orleans is 
greatly stirred by tho crime and that 
tho Italian element is heated to a 
pitch of excitement and indignation 
that would express itself in summary 
vengeance. 


It would seem that the time has 


come for a general crusade against 
this bloody brotherhood that is re- 
sponsible for many scores of secret 
murders in this country within a com- 
paratively brief period.

USEFUL WOODEN LIMBS. 


Much Skill Displayed in Their Making 


by Modern Manufacturers. 


(Kansas City Times.) 


There are five artificial limb factor- 


ies in Kansas City. At any one of 
these places a finger, toe, hand, foot, 
leg or arm may be obtained to replace 
a lost natural member. 
And one of 


these substitute members is almost as 
serviceable as the original. Time was 
when a leg was lost a wooden stump 
or "peg" took its place and was re- 
garded as a great improvement over a 
crutch. 
Nowadays artificial legs and 


arms are made with ballbearing sock- 
ets and so connected with springs and 
cords that the wearer may wiggle his 
artificial fingers and toes. 


Artificial 
limbs 
are 
commonly 


spoken of as "cork." Where this term 
originated is a mystery, as no cork is 
used in their manufacture, nor was 
any ever used. One explanation 
gested is that, so far as is known, the 
first artificial limbs were made In 
Cork street, London, and derived 
their name from that street. 


Willow wood, grown on uplands, is 


the foundation, so to speak, of a mod- 
ern artificial limb. 
It is light and 


strong. Around this bod}' a variety of 
materials is used, including leather, 
aluminum, felt and vulcanized rubber. 


A first-class leg costs $100. no mat- 


ter what its length may be. The cost 
of an arm ranges from $50 to $150. 
The best artificial arms give full wrist 
and finger motion, being controlled by 
springs and connecting cords which 
are attached to straps on the shoul- 
ders. Thus. If a person wearing one 
of these modern appliances wishes to 
pick up something he has but to 
shrug his shoulder and the thing Is 
done. The manufacture of artificial 
| arms and legs has reached such a

She 
said she had been married to Bour- 
land in France and had lived happily 
until her husband 'deserted her for the 
wife of a cobbler, Zelie de Lasuz. 
With her, Eugenie said, Bourland fled 
from his home, taking her son with 
him, and It was months before she got 
track of him. Her information was 
vague. She knew ho was in Illinois, 
but where she could not tell. 


Search for Recreant Husband. 


She was taken in by her country- 


women and a search begun for Bour- 
land. A few weeks ago it was learned 
thnt he was in the Assumption district 
Eugenie went to find him and told her 
story to the townspeople there. Their 
indignation was beyond bounds and 
last Monday night soven of the wom- 
en, led by Eugenie, stormed the house 
occupied by Bourland and his present 
wife. They carried a rope, stones and 
clubs, and announced their determin- 
ation to lynch the man. Bourland es- 
caped by a rear door and gave an 
alarm. The women were arrested and 
taken to Taylorville for trial. 


Acquitted of Bigamy Charge. 


Bourland has been accused of big- 


amy, but. was acquitted of the charge. 
His wife, according to the woman who 
sought his life, is the wife who desert- 
ed the cobbler in France. 


On Saturday the women were told 


they would be liberated on bail, but. 
none of them except Eugenie Sarat 
•was willing to leave the jail. 
The 


others said they preferred to stay in 
their cells, on scanty fare, to living in 
tbe same town with a "bigamist."

Appalling as these figures are, the 


chances are that a new record will be 
established this year. Already in the 
fiv2 months that have elapsed, 1,095 
deaths have been recorded in the coro- 
ner's log, and of these 344 came sud- 
denly and violently in the mills and 
mines and on the railroads that grid- 
iron the city. In the same period last 
year, the total number of deaths re- 
corded was 1,015, and those.laid at the 
door of the city's 
industries num- 


bered 340. 


' 250 Deaths Every Month. 


While in the aggregate these figures 


may seem abnormal they are recorded 
so regularly that their magnitude is 
scarcely realized. The average num- 
ber of deaths reported to the coroner 
is about 250 a month, and there is lit- 
tle variation from this from year to 
year. 


Comparing the loss of life by acci- 


dents with the tonnagf and production 
of the Pittsbui-R district, one life has 
been onuftxv out for every 50,000 tons 
of coal that is shipped, and the annual 
phipment is about 50,000,000 tons. For 
overy 3,800 rars that carry freight out 
r.f or into Pittslmrg some soul 
has 


piven up thp ghost. This .s exclusive

Every 7,600 tons 
of the

tons annual production of iron

steel have been put out at the cost ot 
th- life of one of the manipulators 
somewhere-in its manufacture, and .of 
th; 800,000 tons annual output of steel 
rails every 87,000 tons have been put 
upon the market only after some one 
of its producers has laid down his life.
